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UFO OPERATIONS STRATEGICALLY CONSIDERED 


The following ia kindly translated by Carl Hoffman Sen. from the Bi-monthly pub¬ 
lication "Gesellschaft fur Interplanetarik. ” 

THE QUESTION s If the operations of the UFO’s in our atmosphere and in our seas 
can be judged from viewpoints which come from modern strategy* this question must 
be asked at last and at once. 

Elements of an order and a plan are undoubtedly recognisable in their flight and 
diving manouvr« r .e . 

It is a fact * that UFO’s appear in a certain geometrical order moving in so 
called ,T Greater Circles 11 These are orbits; its radius pointing to earth’s centre. 
Strategy must not of necessity be of a military character. There is also a strat¬ 
egy of moral penetration ; of a cautious guidance $ of carrying through the good. 
Crusaders and Orders might be credited with such a strategy . 

Dr. Perego of Italy is of the opinion , that 
UFO’s are employing such strategy as a symbolic warning in their flights* which 
are applied to the existing political situation between East and West* at a time. 
The deciphering of the riddle can only be succes sful if*i«g. the head of a Secur¬ 
ity Service; is in the ( position ) and possession of all the facts of the world 
situation. Dr Perego not being in such a position can only guess and combine. 

It is temptingly evident to view UFO operations as an attempt to turn the scales 
and force us to keep peace. UFO’s keep practically every important military; 
traffic* or industrial point on earth under control* while the UFO’s operating 
under water detect and encircle* sooner or later, every fornication of warship.- 
It is an iron ^nd yet elastic embrasure, of war-potentials of both camps and 
any place. 

This fact nourishes speculations of all sorts about the inner cause of the pre¬ 
sence of these strangers. Inan old chronics we can road that they ( the UFOs) 
have been obeserved since ancient times at every neuralgic point; at every crit¬ 
ical political situation they were on the spot . - In those times when people 
believed in signs and wonders they appeared to them to represent battle- guiding 
Gods. 

It seems that they were more interested in the atmosphere of the deciding events 
than the occurence themselves , and these perceptions fit exactly into the com¬ 
plete picture of t icir phenomenon of keeping in the background. 

11 Action through presence s” So could their stratgetic motive be titled. 

They are today a factor in the multidimensional chess- game of the powers of the 
world, and thia without a doubt • It has not yet been possible to prove that 
they are also a highly moral factor, for the proof there are not enough points 
known what their exact intentions are .- But we are permitted to hope for the 
best* or else it would be extremely bad for us all .

5. The only effective weapon in world powers possession against smaller 
UFOs arc very str ag and powerful Radar Stations, which force them to 
corno deepr down and so engage thorn in an energetic duel. 

6. They arc capable of paralysing the electrical energy supply of all 
countries at any time. 

7« They are trying sporadic-?..] ly to find a subjective nation through patron- 
ization of contact-litewuturc containing antu-atom tost propaganda; 
i.g. present attempts to banish atom tests, 

8. They are in posses si or*, of LASER weapons and LASER communication moans, 
i.Co energy transmission rtrough coherent light . 

9* They are capable: during one single nig.it to establish in an underdevel¬ 
oped area a technical force, which would be qualified to determine the 
pel ~ A; cal dovolopement on this continent, where, that arc a : happens to be. 

10. Ihov would not ho able to boat or dominate an army of not ,echauiaed 
or 11itie mechanized infrantry which is distributed in small units all 
over* the country; like China. 

11. The West and par-; of the East work into the hands of the UFOs, since they 
are now a days developing the electronic ’’pros a button 1 ’ system of arm¬ 
aments, ’which makes 'thorn vulnerable to an ass Ault hy UFOs. 

12. They must but at any hour be aware , that the hysical principles of 
the proplusion of their vehicles in the atmosphere and in speco will 
be discovered, and thereby their scientific advantage will be in ques¬ 
tion There remains of course still their technical' supremacy, and 
their unmeasurable operative experiences and skill • 

Those 12 points do not stand for an assertion that the UFOs are intent on all 

this and wero therefor recognised as a military factor. The contrary is correct. 

We said at the beginnings ” The Question of.......... 

That wo have done , but the answer can only come from the UFO. themselves. ff 


Wo thank our associate for his very absorbing .and thought urovoking outline 
The* Editor fools thu whole answer to it all is the fact as mentioned in the be¬ 
ginning of the article, that thcy,the UFO,have a plan, and are working to it. 
Ergo. Find the plan and y^u have the answer. Observations from the historical 
records indicate that this plan is not just been put into operation, although 
certain phases of it are. but that it is one which, has be on working for an age 
long time, and appears to bo one coinciding with that of the Divine Plan for the 
Redemption of His people and embracing the whole earth and peoples in its fi¬ 
nality.

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NEWS FROM GERMANY . 

We are indebted to our associate Carl Hoffman Sen* for tie following reports 
which he kindly translated for us. for our English readers. 

M The latetst sighting was Aug. 24th 1963 and was entitled s MYSTERIOUS UFOs 
OVER KLEIN REIFLING. A swarm of satellites flew in and out like fireballs 
and eerie picture and fascinating. Above high up in the skystood for four solid 
hours, three large luminous balls up from 30 to 50 meters in diameter. 

Suddenly a light signal was flashed from above and the little 9 ( we call them 
telemeter discs) flew in a line up to the ” mother ship” 9 on which openings 
could be observed into which the small discs disappeared 9 and the large ball 
went up to meet the other stationary ones and away they wont in unison to dis¬ 
appear from sight . This occurrence has boon repeated every weekend since. 

Ue have examined the caves in question and tomorrow wo will analyse our obser¬ 
vations. ; These sigtttings have caused quite a stir and the papers have reported 
it in the usual sarcastic manner 9 but our Security Service takes it serious. 

The cave has been closed up by masonary to shut and keep out intruders. 

We shall be keenly interested in further news of the above.’’Coming from caves ff 
fits in with the many theories that SOME UFO do come from tho cavernous parts 
of t_io inner earth. May be this is a little evidence their way ?.

1914 Sighting reported in Germany . 

March 1914 7*30 a.m. l/hilo going to school a swishing sound frightened us child¬ 
ren and when wo looked up we saw a fiery ball the size of a waterball. 

The Ball shone orange-red. and had a glittering tail in blueish-white. It went 
from West to East • This was observed in front of the Auguste- Victoria School 
in Brambauer near Dortmund in Wostfalia. 


LIGHTS ON THE MOON . 

Xalenborn. Eifol. Germany. 

I saw on the 1st Sept, on the dark side of the Moon at 1.30. two lights like ex¬ 
plosions . It could have been meteors, but it seems that two at the same time 
would be unlikely . 

STRANGE SKY PHENOMENA. 

Dinkolsbuhl 5 Germany . A strange sky phenomenon was observed over Dinkelsbuhl 
on 28th Aug. 1962 . Three time veil like clouds came very fast over the town 
and dissolved into many tiny sparks. Suddenly another such cloud appeared in a 
flowing swinging motion which constantly changed and eventually spread into tan 
irridi scent veil and sp^ks. At least 50 to 60 which rose very fast into tho sky 
upwards and disappeared 1 . This phenomenon repeated itself three times. 

Onlookers were like hypnotised people. The next day it was found that another 
woman had seen the same performance 9 which cannot be explained as M falling stars 1 ’ 


Following upon the above reports we have recieved a further account 
of the UFOs from caves etc. giving more details of the above case.

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. SIGHTINGS OF UFO IN UPPER .AUSTRIA COMING 
FROM CAVES. 

Steyr District,Area Klein- Reifling. Report Recived. Aug. 27• 1963 

" Mr Alexander Santner of Klein- Reifling( about 2o km. south, of the town of 
Steyr) observed with his wife on Jily 28th 1963at midnight in a clear sky, a 
ballshapcd object changing luminousity , which moved in a criss-cross manner 
stopping and starting over the mountain range of Almkogel- Bodenwies and 
Lang locker Mauer as if it was looking for something. It was visible for an 
hour and 45 minutes. 

Being made attentive through this first sighting, Mr Santner , his wife and 15 
year old son had a similar experience on 11th Aug. 1963. 

At about midnight Mr Santner was awakened by the restlossnnes of his farm ani¬ 
mals and went outside to investigate, searching around the farm house he saw to 
his amazement a strange sight. Small fireballs; perhaps 50 of different sizes 
were seemingly flitting in an out of caves in the mountain side (Arzmauer). 

He woke his wife and son and togetner they observed at 3»28 a.m. a large flying 
object with torpedo like openings, sinking down to about 1.400 m above ground, 
then floeting and hovering hither and taither between Almkogel and Bodenwies. 
sending out at intervals light signals ( beams) Thereafter it began to collect 
the small flying objects , still dashing in and out of the caves. It was always 
turning in the direction of the object approaching it, which fitted into the 
torpedo like opening, meeting the objeetby a forward motion and then to suck it 
in like. This taking up in groups and sending out light signals repeated ite 
self 6 times when at 4»32 q.m. after a cloud bank passed over,the whole appar¬ 
ition disappeared . 

Altogether Mr Santner reported until the 24th Aug, eight sightings, which have 
all been put on record. On this day an investigation team of the Linz section 
of the Gesellschaft fur Interplaneterik, consisting of 5 men and women were 
aided by Mt Santner in their investigations. 

At 21.40 p/m/ . a ball shaped light appeared over t.ie mountains, pulsating 
in a white-yellow light , flying for about 50 min, and erractic course.- 
The object was plainly visible in size fourtimes as large as a star of 1st 
magnitude. Little tongues of pointy flames were licking .around the contours 
jjjf the object.- Two photos were taken • one af them turned out reasonably well 
hese observations were also witnessed by two summer guests who hhppened to 

be there. - 

BELOW IS THE OFFICIAL REPORT OF 
THE PARTY. 

ON Sept. 7th. 1963 part of toe Commission asconddd the dangerous mauntain wall 
called Arzmauer , under the guidnace of the Cave-searcher Dr H Siegl, and the 
caves were enetered and searched. The examination took several hours.- After 
they returned to the farmthe investigations were discussed between the leader 
and the Technical service of the above group, and the Vienne and Linz section 
combined . 

THE RESULTS.... 

1. The first observations wore reported by the caretaker of the Sailer Aim. 

Mr Alexander Santner . 

2. The Uoper Austrian Press ropuipted it in their publication . 

3. The Linz section of t^o G.F.I. investogated the sighting of Santner and the 
Commissions own .

4* Yihen Mr Kohler and his wife drove home that night 9 their motorbike 

stopped without any tech, nical fault detectable 9 but t ere was a myster¬ 
ious light above them* When it disappeared the motor worked again • 

5« Flying objects were observed again on Aug, 11th, 1963 between Bodenwies 
(i541 m. ) and Alpkogel ( 1513m.) as on the 28th July 1963 in the same area the 
Arzmauer caves • Those fireballs could have been ionized gasballs 9 sent out 
bybthe objects above for the purpose of geophysical measurements into the in¬ 
terior of the mountain. 

It is not likely that these light, balls were directed by radio signals 9 the 
large object being under tension • 

Observations indicated that the small objects were directed and readied through 
the light signals; consisting of needle-like stabs lasting a fraction of a 
second.. The Linz section is keeping in close contact with Mr santner for fur¬ 
ther reports on sightings. 


FIERY OBJECT FALLS IN ZIG-ZAG FASHION 

Bregenz.- It was a mysterious flying object which on the 24th july 1963 
between 21 and 21 ,30 hrs. was observed coming flutteringdown at Partenon in 
Montafon • It has now been ascertained that the saem object has allegedly been 
seen an hour earlier over the Lake Bodensee. Eyewitnesses agree that it was 
a glowing object 9 leaving behind a tail of smoke. The unknown object stood for 
some time in the sky and moved later in the direction of Kontsanz. 

Wheh the same object appearedlater on over Partenen; observers had the impres¬ 
sion that it sank slowly in a zig-zag fashion to the ground. 

But the mystery could not be solved. A patrol of Gendarmery, which was to in¬ 
vestigate the place of landing on a slope of the Verettlasspitze 9 returned 
without finding any indication of a landing. ( From ,f Wiener Kurrier M Aug. l) 


NOTE. Due to the many times such fiery objects are /claimed to be nose cone 
parts or other satellite rejects, the above could hardly be dubbed that by 
any official explanation, such satellite disposals do not hover and then moveon. 


The above reports from Austria also contain a very full and lengthy account of 
much UFO activity near Marchfield. which is east and N .E. from Vienna. 
Significantly it is close to the ramp for iron curtain rocket batteries. 

Oil wells also are in the close vicinity. 

The reort sums up with a few pert inant questions as to "What do UFOs want here?2 
" What makes this are so attractive to them ? " It could be- 

1. The point where east and west meets as a strategic sector. 

2. Perhaps military installations beyond Marchfield • in C.S.S.R are being 
kept under constant observations and control by the UFOs. 

3« Possibly and experimental duel between Radar stations in Slovakia and the 
UFOs is being carried out. 

4* The dryness of Marchfield offers favourable electrical conditions 9 
perhaps the most favourable ones in Europe. 

5* May be .^mstrian military neutrality and the absence of aerial defences is 
an invitation for UFO visits. 

6. Also the OIL ot other GEOLOGICAL facts may be so interesting for UFOs. 
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AUSTRIAN REPORTS CONT 3. 

Without doubt the Marchfield offers to us very interesting possibilities and 
out laboratories and experiments found here in their open confirmation . 

Stronger than elsewhere can we here grasp with our hands 5 so to speak, the stark 
naked reality of the existence of Unidentified Flying Objects. 

NEWS FRAGMENTS 

Many reports are coming in of the evidence that the Soviet Union have begun 
experiments in Parapsychology ( mental telepathy to you ) . 

Actually it began with experiments between Leningrad and Cambridge ( Bng). 
but tie Russians backed out after a while. ( Pe rhaos they got sacred the 
English would read their subsconscious mindstoo .) But nevertheless the matter 
is now treated seriously by the scientific minds of the U.S.S.R. 

This may come as a shock to some of our UFO researchers who SNEER at those who 
claimtelepathie communication and whose evidence from time to time has proved 
so helpful even to the saving of lives.

You have asked, whether I have noticed that during June and July of last year 
that there was a repeated performances over reservoirs throughout the USA. 
apparently an interest in fresh water. Well, do you reraef a? that we have also 
had many reports on UFOs near power stations, near military works, and near 
other strategic points. NASA reduces the non-explainable reprts to 2$. 

They sa^ that from to 2 ^ it is just a question of reflections and the like. 
But what can give such reflections?. Only search lights can give such reflec¬ 
tions, when two rays of light are crossing, but in that case the two rays of 
lightshould to some extent be visible too. If we had a weapon with invisible 
rays, which could produce a visible reflection whenthoy met, we could class 
some reports tp this type of reflection. 

Now I would like to reveal to you,that this weapon does really exist • Have 
you ever heard about the LEAL RAY?. Lead-ray weapons work with supersonic 
waves, orwith micro-waves ranging from the low micro-waves up to the infrared 
waves, and now we have even dead-rays working with visible rays. 

Innorder to give a proof of this information I will give you some names of 
persons involved with the research for dead-rays , and some names of persons 
killed with dead -rays. In only one month dead-rays were used two timesnear 
the Swiss border. Dr. Heinz Krug and engineer T :. v o If gang Pilz disappeared com¬ 
pletely . We know this, because engineer Hans Kleinm&fthter escaped. 

One of the culprits was arrested. He belonged to the spying service. 

The spying servicosoand the militaries both in western and eastern countries 
have lots of dead -ray weapons. They are classified as " T0P=SECRET" in nearly 
all countries. The Lanish defence posseses dead-rays.Before working with 
dead-rays, danish soldiers have to swear, that they will never dislcose any 
information of what they are going to see. Only a few soldiers habe had the 
opportunity. On aspecial training field they have to fire at a target, but 
the bullets never reach the tax *?t. At a certain distance f. inst. half the way 
the bullets slowly fall to the ground. The soldiers are told that they will 
be ill, if they approach the place. ( Certainlythey wpuld; they would quite 
disappear ). It all began many years ago. In 1943 at Seefeld conference 
in the Alps of the Bayern ? the presidents were Sauter and Won Weizacker, and 
presnt were Joos, Hanle, Geiger, Mattauch, Rothei and Hoffman,all from the 
Kaiser Wilhelm Institute in Berlin . S jhieboldt proposed that through the 
interaction of two infra red rays, it would be possible to let bombs explode 
in all the planes from the Allies. 

Levelopemjmt of this weapon was carried out at the Kaiser Wilhelm Institute in 
Berlin. It was destroyed in the air raids. Scientist Zimmermann continued. 
Hitler gave him a research centre at Lefer in Austria. He worked both with 
supersonic waves and infra red waves and with combinationsof them and by aid 
of gas he created sounds with 300,000 vibrations the second. By means of para¬ 
bolic mirrors the waves are guided to the object f. inst. a human? and apart 
from superficial burnings nothing can be seen, but all the inner organs are 
destroyed. The dead-rays were used for the first timein practice the night 
between the 29th and 30th Aug. 1944 againstRu ssian soldiers in the Eastern 
Carpathians. The Ru ssians fell like puppets,burned, sometimes only and arm or 
a leg left, sometimes quitedissolved not leaving the slightest trace. 
Nevertheless the Russians took th whole of the area with the intact parabolic 
mirrors and the miniature - browings apparatus.

In 1945 the Russians took the Kaiser Y/ilholm Institute in Berlin after advice 
from the Rissian atomic scientist Kapitza; and theygot Gottrupp and Zimmermann 
alive, so they wore well ahead already at that time. Fortunately the Americans 
found the achivos of Schiolholdt. 

After the armistice the Americans did not pay much attention to the dead-rays 
The Russians worked hard on the perfection of the dead-rays and such weapons. 

The German , Hoide worked with the russian Dead-rays. 

In 1949 ho fled through Greco to Paris, together with engineer Wintorsdorf, 
and continued to The U.S,A. . Ho told the Americans that the Rissian doad-ray 
was a violot flamo 30 ccntimotors in diameter issued from a tube like a big 
telescope containing a valve of electrons resembling a valve of X rays. 

He declared; " I can construct a portable apparatus containihg a producer of 
electronsacco^eratod by magnetic fields with high fcquencios with changing 
phases . At the end of their paths the electrons have a terrific velocity 
and they arc projected against an anticathode of tungsten in an ampule resemb¬ 
ling a Crooko’s ampoule." Hoide told, that the,) ha a. *,.^on t .10 sea near Alaska 
boiling and the Aral Sea be covered with ice. 

The F.B.I. was very interested. In 1951 the U.S. Signal Corp had generators 
in a king sound waves with 20,000,000 vibrations the second, sufficient for 
killing the strongest animals in 10 seconds. An agent coming from Russia 
told,that the scientists working there had dead-rays working at great distances. 
Do you remembor the many reports on UFOs during the Korean War? Often the 
type of UFOs, that NASA calls just a kind of reflection. 

Fore doad-ray weapons used during the Korean War?. The Korean War was only a big 
experiment for dead-rays. Lhc Russians MIG pianos wore equipped withdoad-rays. 
The UN.soldiers and the UN pilots learned the effects of them. The UN pianos 
exploded or fell and the pilots wore burned or disappeared. By the 10th of Dec. 
1951 the American pilots re used to fly any more in Korea, if they could not get 
a dofcnco against the dead-rays. 900 pianos were lost aginst 300 communists. 

At Princeton and Columbia Un. scientists worked day and night. Matador planes 
without pilots wore sent up against the MIGs, but they exploded into small bits. 
Finally UNplanes equipped with carbonbombs with tctraclore on stratic points, 
and ultra-ligjrt metal protected the cockpit. Secret groups worked atthe Uni- 
voristy of Columbia and Mr. Rainwater; once in the Atlantic southto U.S.A. 

52 technicians among them General Cullen, disappearedvvith some of the best anii- 
dead -rays equipment. Several TT °0 papers have reported of this place where 
planes and ships disappear without trace; this is the US experimental place 
for dead-rays. The Soviet Union began withZimmermann and soon created a net 
work along all borders. This network of dead-rays v/as in action continually 
and no plane could pass withoutexploding. The US longdistance bobbing 

planes with atomic and hydrogen bombswere useless, as thoy would explode at the 
border and never reach their goal. At that time USA had not yet intcrcontinetal 
rockets. TVhy did the Soviet not use that lead?. A certain Mr. Barymaino thought 
that the people inthc sof■ lied free world should learn the truth, and he had 
printed in the Evening S-iandard the truth about the insuperable wall of dead- 
rays rangingfrom Stettin to Trieste. 

At once official denials from the highest military authorities said that Bary¬ 
maino was a crackpot and that all he said woro wild fantasies .

Everybody in the Western world and the Usa belived tha authorities had told 
the truth • But the Military and authorities knew that they told the biggest 
lie in order to bewilder the people of the free world. 

For many years the Russian generals and government authorities declared, tha if 
it cane to an atomic war with the west, the western countries would be completly 
destroyed whereas Russia would easily survive. 

At once official denials from the highest military and civilian authorities 
said that the Russians wore also crackpots and that of course they would be des¬ 
troyed too. Everybody in the US and the Western Europe beli vod and still be¬ 
lieve that the authorities told the truth. 

It is with this in mind thatKennody said that weshould take our view of the 
Soviet Union up to a renewed consideration. Maybe they really want peace over 
there. How at t.ie University of Princeton Doctor Erbort H. Dickc perfected 
the dead-ray weapons for the US. And he continued his work for Hughes Aircraft 
Company at Culver City. Ho created the so called " Dicke ray ,f # In the apparatus 
the waves are issued from an artificial ruby. It was an improvement of the 
MASER generator. It is now generally known as LIGHT AMPLIFICATION by STIMULATED 
EMISSION of RADIATIONS, or LASER rays. 

The fact that such visible rays can burn men and even hard diamonds away is to 
some extent understandable and docs not spread horror and panic. But that the 
invisible rays issued of small handy weapons can make you disappear from the 
surface of the earth without leaving any trace cannot but strike you with a 
feeling of horror. Of course the hydrogen bomb is terrible, bit a weapon 
destroying single individuals not wanted by the authorities( whom they might 
be ) is too hard to face for many people. Therefor dead-rays are classified 
as TOP SECRET. 

The previously mentioned attack near the Swiss border caught the attention 
of scientists and academicians all over the western hemisphere. 

In the middle of ebruary 1963 more than a 1000 scientists kept a meeting 
at the Sorboono University in Paris in order to discuss all rpoblems connected 
with dead-rays and the secret keeping of their existance. 

Several UFO papers have sported , that the spy plane of Powols was hit by a 
UFO • The Military and Civil authoi-fies inboth the Soviet and the West know, 
That Powcls was shot down by moans of improved dead-rays. 

If you study PowoL8s report and the reports frjm the Korean Y/ar,itis evident, 
'.lion Powols met with the Russian farmers, they asked him whether he had a com¬ 
panion" by showing two fingers. Powels showed one fingei? to tell he was alone.

It was from a Durban women who was on a holiday in the " bundu" in Northern 
Natal. With two other adults she was travelling to a village about 20 miles 
away to see a cinema show. They were miles from anywhere with not a farm¬ 
house or kraal in sight when they saw a light coming round the hill towards 
them . " We stopped the car and watched as it came closer and closer to us" 
she writes. 

EERIE EXPERIENCE ... At 200 to 300 yards distance and at a height of 300 ft. 
it stopped and in the glow of its own light they saw the outline of its 
circular shape and dome . It stayed in the same place for about 10 minutes, 
and then moved away until it was lost to view behind the hill.
